TAKING NOTE OF THE TELEGRAM DATED 18 JUNE 1977 BY THE 
PRESIDENT OF THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OP MOZAMBIQUE, HIS 
EXCELLENCY MR. SAMORA MOISES MACHEL, ADDRESSED TO THE 
SECRETARY-GENERAL CONTAINED IN DOCUMENT S/12350 ADD. 1, 

HAVING HEARD THE STATEMENT BY HIS EXCELLENCY MR. MARCELINO 
DOS SANTOS, MEMBER OF THE PERMANENT POLITICAL COMMITTEE 
OF FRELIMO AND MINISTER FOR DEVELOPMENT AND ECONOMIC 
PLANNING OP MOZAMBIQUE, CONCERNING THE RECENT ACTS OF 
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AGGRESSION AGAINST MOZAMBIQUE COMMITTED BY THE ILLEGAL 
RACIST MINORITY REGIME IN SOUTHERN RHODESIA, 

TAKING NOTE OF THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY THE ORGANIZATION 
OF AFRICAN UNITY COUNCIL OF MINISTERS AT ITS TWENTY-NINTH 
ORDINARY SESSION IN LIBREVILLE, GABON (S/12352), 
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INDIGNANT AT THE SYSTEMATIC ACTS OF AGGRESSION COMMITTED

REAPFIRMING THE INALIENABLE RIGHTS OP THE PEOPLE OF 
ZIMBABWE TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 1514 (XV) 
AND THE LEGITIMACY OF THEIR STRUGGLE TO SECURE THE 
ENJOYMENT OF SUCH RIGHTS AS SET PORTH IN THE UNITED 
NATIONS CHARTER, 

RECALLING ITS RESOLUTION 232 (1966) IN WHICH IT DETERMINED 
THE SITUATION IN SOUTHERN RHODESIA CONSTITUTED A THREAT 
TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, 

COGNIZANT OF THE FACT THAT THE RECENT ACTS OF AGRESSION

OF RESOLUTION 253 (1968) CONCERNING THE QUESTION OF 
SOUTHERN RHODESIA TO EXAMINE AS A MATTER OF PRIORITY 
FURTHER EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO TIGHTEN THE SCOPE OF 
SANCTIONS IN ACCORDANCE WITH ARTICLE 41 OF THE CHARTER 
AND URGENTLY SUBMIT ITS APPROPRIATE RECOMMENDATIONS TO 
THE COUNCIL; 

13. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO CO-ORDINATE THE 
EFFORTS OF THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM AND TO ORGANIZE 
IMMEDIATELY AN EFFECTIVE PROGRAMME OF INTERNATIONAL 
ASSISTANCE TO MOZAMBIQUE IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
PROVISIONS OF OPERATIVE PARAGRAPHS 10 AND 1 1 ABOVE;
